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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: With respect to the 35 USC 112, 1st rejections, 
applicant's argument that the specification does not say that the number of search results depends on the number of ads shown is not 
evidence of support for the limitation that the number of search results is independent of the number of ads. The specification also does 
not support automatically extracting information from an advertiser web page even in the portions cited by the applicant. With respect to the 
prior art, Davis teaches that the number of available slots for the unpaid listings are predetermined with respect to displaying the listings. 
Predetermined is a broad term and Davis teaches determining the number prior to displaying, which constitutes a predetermined number.
